Youth on Trial for Murder 
Claims Shooting 'Accident' 


EDWARDSVILLE, (AP)—Paul 


H. Baker, Jr., 17, claims the quar- 
termaster of Western 
Military 


Academy at Alton was accidental- 
ly shot to death as they grappled 
for a .45-caliber pistol. 


Closing arguments were sche- 


duled for today in the youth's trial 
in Madison county circuit court on 
a charge of murdering Maj. Henry 
E. Suhre, 61, Jan. 23. 


Taking the stand in his own de- 


fense yesterday, Baker answered 
questions in a brisk and matter-of- 
fact manner. 


He told the jury he was trying 


to protect Suhre from injury when 
he resisted efforts by the quarter- 
master to take the weapon. He said 
he wanted to unload it. 


"People get hurt with loaded 


guns," Baker explained under cross 
examination. 


Caught In Store 


Suhre caught him in the cadet 


store where, he had stolen some 
tablets of paper after it had been 
closed for the night, Baker said, 
and grabbed for the pistol, saying 
"You'd beter let me have that." 


"Don't, major, it's loaded," the 


youth said he replied. 


Baker said that during the fol- 


lowing scuffle Suhre squeezed the 
youth's trigger finger and the wea- 
pon went off. The boy said he 
stumbled and "fell backwards on 
his elbows, tfcat the gun discharged 
a second time. The quartermaster 
was shot through the head and had 
a second wound in his neck. 


Pleaded With Victim 


Before the shooting, Baker said, 


he pleaded with Suhre not to turn 
him in to school authorities be- 
cause "I was afraid I'd get kicked 
out of school." 


The youth said he left the cadet 


store and returned later to wipe 
away any fingerprints. 


Darrell E. Bell, 18, of Carmi, 


111., Baker's roommate, testified 
that Baker took a hunting knife 
with him on the return visit and 
told him he intended to cut a bullet 
out of Suhre's head. Baker denied 
this. 


Shot "Someone" 


He denied, also, that he told Bell 


he had shot Maj. Suhre, saying he 
told his roommate that he had 
shot "someone."

France and Russia) who have been 
engaged in a dog-fight in Paris 
ever since March 5, remain dead- 
locked in their eforts to arrange an 
agenda for a Big Four foreign min- 
isters meeting. 


Soviet Deputy Foreign Minister 


Andrei Gromyko from the outset 
adopted the role of t'ough guy. He '£ 
has blocked work of the conference 
by raucous variations of the charge 
that the Western powers, mainly 
America, are to blame for the Ko- 
rean war. 


Moscow wants the United Na- 


tions to withdraw from Korea. 
This would leave the South Ko- 
reans alone to face the Russian 
equipped Red divisions from the 
north. 


Not Surprising 
,£ 


Of course this farcial proceeding 


in the deputies' conference isn't 
surprising. It is merely history re- 
pea^ing itself, since obstruction is 
the fixed strategy of the Russians 
for all conferences involving the 
democracies. 


As a matter of fact, Britain, 


France and America had no opti- 
mistic delusions as they embarked 
on the paris conference. Dr. Philip 
C. Jesup, chief U. S.edelegate, on ^ 
boarding a plane for Paris summed 
the position up like this: 


"We want to be shown. Past ex- 


perience does not make us very 
hopeful." 


Why Confer? 


Since Soviet obstruction repre- 


sents a chronic condition, the ques- 
tion naturally arises why the great 
powers persist in staging interna- 
tional conferences involving the 
Reds and the Democracies. What is tj 
to be gained? 


Well, the fact is that most coun- 


tries, and especially the small ones, 
want the way kept open to that 
peace of which we dream but never 
seem to approach. The idea is that 
so long as the great powers are 
talking they won't act. 


There has been a lot of discus- 


sion at one time or another about 
disbanding the harrassed United 
Nations. This would eliminate the £ 
obstructive Communist bloc. How- 
ever, the decision always has been 
not to take such drastic action, on 
the ground that the Russians some 
day might change their ways. 


Purpose I"» Peace 


Those 
who advocate caution 


point out that the mam purpose of 
the United Nations is to keep the 
peace, and that the organization 
would become impoten tif one m*- 
jor party were absent. That Is an fjj 
argument hard to answer. 


In the case of the current Pans 


conference, this was advocated by 
Moscow and the Western powers 
had to acept or be charged with ob- 
struction. 
Such an 
acceptance 


keeps the door open for the time 
when the Reds may really be ready 
to do business. 


As a matter of fact, many ob- 


servers hold that the Russians 
aren't prepared to break with the ^ 
Western powers. These observers ' 
figure that the Soviet Union isn't 
ready for war yet, and that if she 
pulled out of the U. N., the rest of 
the world would think this meant 
war and would rush to arms.

Ralph Bunche, United Nations 
diplomat and Nobel prize winner,

Q—How should I go about re- 


moving the paint from an old 
chest? 


A—A hand scraper and sand- 


paper can be used, but care must 
be taken not to let the corner of 
the scraper gouge into the wood. 


Q—I plan to re-roof my home 


and have been told by my roofer 
that the new roofing material can 
be laid over the present roof. Is 
this practice recommended. 


A—Yes, there are definite ad- 


vantages to laying a new material, 
such aa fire resistant asphalt shin- 
gles, over your present roof. First, 
you gain the rigidity and added 
insulation value of a double roof. 
You also save the cost of remov- 
ing the old roof and are spared 
considerable dirt both inside and 
outside the house. 
The old roof 


should be prepared for the new 
covering by nailing down loose 
shingles and replacing any that 
are missing. When laying asphalt 
shingles over an old wood shin- 
gle roof, nail feathering strips— 
slightly beveled strips of wood- 
along the butts of the old shingles 
to provide a smooth, even surface.

7. Work out a "safe smoking" 


plan with your employees to pre- 
vent needless fires. 
Set aside a 


definite safe smoking area, or 
specify smoking periods. 


8. Inspect your shop or store 


carefully before leaving for the 
day.

Clapboards most often pull loose

Loose nails.should be pulled out 
and the siding re-nailed in a new 
spot. 
Be sure that all window 


casings and trim boards are fas- 
tened tightly and inspect sills for 
evidences of rotting. 


Replace Loose Mortar

will reveal whether mortar joints 
are sound. Where loose or crum- 
bling mortar is discovered, the 
oint should be thoroughly cleaned 
and new mortar pushed in as far 
as possible.

Where painting is needed, it 


should be delayed until after the 
spring rains.

Make Duck Boards to Protect 
Sun Deck for Summer Use 


Sun decks are getting to be 


pretty standard equipment an to- 
day's houses, what with flat roofs 
on garages or over porches. 


Since they aren't designed mere- 


ly for ornamentation, you might 
as well figure how to get your 
money's worth out of them; they're 
line for sunbathing, airing junior 
in his carriage, or as a place to get 
a breath of air on a hot night when 
the bugs aren't too thick. 


This is a good time to get your 


roof deck in shape, before the 
summer doldrums set in. And even 
If you're not going to use it for 
basking, it's a good idea to look it 
over for any signs of winter dam- 
age. 


Roof decks are covered usually 


in one of three ways—canvas, 
leavy tarpaper, or tar and gravel. 
None of them is built for heavy 
use, but we'll get to that in a 
minute; first let's make sure 
.hey'ro in good shape. 


If it's canvas deck and there are 


torn spots, force white lead under 
the torn edges and nail them down 
with copper tacks, close together. 
Then smear on some more lead, 
smooth it with a light sandpaper- 
ng, and brush'on a couple of coats 
of Icad-and-oil paint. If the torn 
spots are large, use a canvas patch 
treated the same way and tacked 
all around. 


Patch With Care 


For tarpaper, the procedure's the 


same except you'll use tarpaper 
and asphalt roofing compound or 
roofing tar in place of the white 
lead. On tar and gravel roofs,

For some reason, the 
technical name for this is a duck 
board, but even though ducks may 
not come within miles of your 
roof, it's a fine thing to have. 


Muke It Yourself 


You can make it yourself with 


strips of lumber three inches wide 
and about throe-eighths to half an 
inch thick and spaced about half 
an inch apart. Nail these to two- 
by-twos, spaced at about two-and- 
a-half-foot intervals. 


After you've figured out how 


much lumber you'll need for the 
whole deck, divide your plan into 
sections small enough to be carried 
by one person, then build the 
grating in sectional fashion. You'll 
want to take it up and store It 
during the winter to keep leaves 
and ice and snow from accumu- 
lating underneath. 
Check Zoning 


Zoning restrictions often pre- 


vent additions to a house; hence 
local zoning laws should be check- 
ed before buying a home.

Pork Chops Per Hour 


Several years ago an economic bulletin published by a 


leading bank made this observation: "The record of Ameri- 
can meat packing in mass production, maintenance of quality 
standards, recovery of by-products and low cost to the pub- 
lic is probably unexcelled in any society whether capitalist 
socialist or communist." 


That is worth remembering at this time, in the light of 


all the consumer complaint against high meat prices It 
seems to be very generally believed that the cost of meat, 
as increased by consumer income, is out of all reason Yet 
according to bureau of labor statistics, an hour of labor by 
the average worker buys substantially more meat than it 
used to. In 1900, for instance, it bought 1% pounds of-pork 
chops. In 1925 it bought iy2 pounds. And late in 1950 it 
bought a trifle more than two pounds. The price of those 
chops are much higher than in past times, as everyone Knows 
—butthe earning power of the worker has gone up still more. 


The meat packing industry has been accused of earning 


exhorbitant profits, by people who are unaware of the actual 
facts. Ihe truth is that the profit made by the packers act- 
ually averages only a fraction of a cent a pound on all the 
meat sold at retail. It is commonplace for packers to sell, 
at wholesale, the dressed meat obtained from a steer for less 
than was paid for the steer on the hoof. The difference is 
made up by the careful salvage and utilization of by-prod- 
ucts—hides, hair and so on—which go into a lengthy list of 
non-edible commodities. 


No one discounts the perils of inflation, nor the serious- 


faess of the present price situation. But it is a manifest in- 
justice to accuse any enterprise of economic crime and mis- 
demeanors which it has not committed. 


A Good Choice 


Gov. G. Mennen Williams of Michigan appears to have 


made a sound choice in picking Blair Moody, Washington cor- 
respondent for the Detroit News, as successor to the late 
Senator vandenberg. 


Moody is without political experience. But as a Washing- 


ton writer he has had a considerable familiarity with con- 
gress for some years. Furthermore, his foreign policy views 
are understood to be close to those of Vandenberg 


That is entirely fitting. Vandenberg was elected over- 


whelming y in 1946. The people of Michigan are entitled to 
the same kind of representation as he would have given them 
until his term expired at the end of 1952. All signs suggest 
Moody will provide it.

The Doctor Says: 


Teach Children How to 
Avoid Having Accidents 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, M. I>. 


• Some Judges require traffic vio- 
lators in their courts to go through 
the accident wards of the nearest 
hospital. It is an experience not 
easy to forget, and the reckless 
driver generally becomes a great 
deal more cautious afterwards. 
Not long ago I saw a boy with 
one arm in a sling and badly 
burned on the face as a result of 
firecrackers e x p l o d i n g in his 
pocket. 


Automobile accidents and those 


from fireworks are only a few of 
the many injuries which help to 
fill our hospitals and morgues. 
They seem particularly tragic be- 


' cause they could almost always 


have been prevented by a little 
care and thoughtfulness for others. 


As was pointed out recently, too, 


accidents kill more children than 
any single disease and are actually 
responsible for one-third as many 
deaths in children as all diseases 
combined. Add to this the maimed, 
both children and grown-up, and 
we have a problem more important 
than polio or almost any other 
disease. 


Adults an the on«a who have 


the greatest responsibility not 
only Jn avoiding accidents to them* 
selves but In lessening the danger 


for children. Careful driving of 
motor vehicles is of course one. 


Parents who willingly allow 


their youngsters to use dangerous 
firecrackers are 
"playing with 


fire." During the first 20 months 
or so of life, the child is almost 
completely under the responsi- 
bility of the parents 
and 
the 


parents are to blame if the child 
gets burned, poisoned, or drowned. 


Growing youngsters cannot be 


kept In cotton wool all the time, 
but neither should they be per- 
mitted to do risky things until 
they show some ability to take 
care of themselves. 


For example, youngsters need to 


know something about crossing 
streets safely, about not getting 
out of the wrong side of cars, and 
about how to test branches when 
they climb trees. Certainly many 
tragic accidents could be avoided 
by attention to matters of this 
kind In which parents lead chil- 
dren toward responsibility on their 
own accounts.

The 'difference between proper 


play at rubber bridge and proper 
play at tournament bridge is clear- 
ly shown in today's hand, taken 
from Seattle's recent Northwest 
Regional tournament. 


Tom Myers, of Seattle, led the 


four of spades from the West hand, 
and Dan Lefebvre won with the 
ace. Lefebvre returned the eight of 
spades, declarer put In the nine, 
and Meyers won with the ten. 
Declarer was now marked with 
the king and jack of spades, so 
Myers sifted to the ten of hearts. 


Now declarer had a problem. He 


could surely win nine tricks by 
putting up the ace of hearts and 
knocking out the ace of diamonds. 


for radio shows—after suffering 
from mike fright for years—has 
Hollywood wondering.

But if he made only nine tricks 
and all the other declarers made 
ten tricks by means of a success- 
ful heart finesse, his name would 
be mud, his score would be poor, 
and his face would be red.

The 
moment he led diamonds, of course, 
West could take the diamond ace 
and as many spades as he still had.

is, of course, the Lustron loan for $37,500,000. It re- 
sulted in a $25,000,000 loss to the government. RFC'a 
alibi on this deal is that it didn't want to make this 
loan but was forced into it by other government agen- 
cies and by congress. 
First Housing Expediter Tighe 


Woods gave RFC a directive to make the loan because 
the government wanted to encourage the pre-fabricated 
housing industry at the end of the war. Then when 
RFC delayed the loan, and the authority for such proj- 
ects was about to expire, congress extended the emer- 
gency housing legislation so as to force making of 
the loan. 


Wilson Philosophy on Fights 


Defense Mobilizer C. E. Wilson is known to be a 


tough fighter, but he always minimizes his battles. His 
reaction to ' the labor unions' walkout from defense 
agency jobs was typical. After talking the matter over 
with President Truman at Key West, Mr. Wilson said he 
didn't know what the hue and cry, the excitement and 
shooting, were all about. 


Similarly, Mr. Wilson has denied that there was 


ever any argument between him and Price Stabilization 
Director Michael V. DiSalle and denied that he pulled 
the rug out from under DiSalle in canceling the original 
wage freeze order. Mr. Wilson likewise has denied that 
there was ever any row between him and Ferdinand 
Eberstadt, during the last war, when War Production 
Board was split "We had a one or two minute argu- 
ment," Mr. Wilson once explained. "Why he got out 
had nothing to do with Wilson." 


Mr. Wilson can't understand Washington's Interest 


—particularly by the press and radio—In official fights 
over policy. His philosophy has been expressed as, "Of 
course some people are going to object to what you do. 
So what? So you find out what's the right thing to do. 
Then you go ahead and do it" 


Could Be Docked in Case of Trouble 


One of the biggest drawbacks to making an effec- 


tive anti-Communist Pacific pact ta that left wing labor 
unions control nearly all the Pacific ports. This is true 
not only on west coast of U. S., but in Hawaii, New Zea- 


land, Australia,. Philippines and southeast Asia main- 
land-ports. Australia had a number of maritime strikes 
in the past year. One attempted to block shipment of sup- 
plies to Australian troops in Korea. In case of war, 
similar dock and shipping strikes might tie up all move- 
ment of freight in vital areas. 


Incidentally, Dr. Herbert Vare Evatt, former Aus- 


tralian foreign minister and present Labour Party mi- 
nority leader, is now said to be playing' awfully close 
to the Commie line. Some of his recent utterances have 
been considered strongly anti-American.

GARDEN NOTES 


If you desire green onions for a longer period from your onion 
place them very close together. However if you are interested IP 


getting dry bulb onions place those onion sets about three inches apart. 
The onions grown from seed will keep better over winter. 


Did you know that one should plant about' three feet of a row of 


lettuce per person; be sure to make a second sowing 10 to 14 days 
later in order to have new and more succulent growth on into the 
vummer. 


In buying plants as tomatoes, cabbage, pepper, etc., look for good 


shades of green; avoid any plants 
that have strong yellowing and 
reddening. Make sure that living 
(Saves are free of spots and dead 
areas and that stems are firm and 
not woody. 


Roots of such plants should be 


one-third as long as the tops in 
order to be in good proportion. 
Avoid all extremely large, ex- 
tremely small or spindly plants. 
For instance, the tomato plants 
that look like palm trees are 
really worthless. 


All plants transferred to your 
"arden will suffer from trans- 


planting shock. Try to reduce it as 
much as possible by getting plants 
in god condition and not letting 
them wilt Transplant in the eve- 
ning; use plenty of water, often a 
pint is poured in to the small hole 
which is made by using a trowel. 
Allow the water to-soak in; then 
set the plant into this hole, setting 
it reasonably deep, but do not 
iury. To finish off firm the soil 
around the plant. 


Tender vegetables as tomatoes, 


egg plant and pepper shouln't be 
planted too early or they will be 
permanently damaged. In North- 
ern Illinois it is best to put out 
fuch tender vegetables about May 
15. You may plant tomato seed 
now if you wish. 
Fine Needle, Long Stitch for Nylon 


Nylon fabrics are easy to sew. 


Fine thread and needles, plus loose 
Pitches and loose tensions, will 
give long wearing, unpuckered 
seams. 


It is recommended that nylon 


thread be used when sewing nylon 
fabrics. Although different kinds 
of thread can be used, the nylon 
is more durable, quick drying and 
shrink-proof. 


Small, sharp pins and fine need- 


les penetrate tough nylon easily 
rd give better results in basting. 


Long machine stitches—as few 


as seven to the inch—and a loose 
tension usually result in better 
seams. Nylon's strength allows the 
large stitch to be used. 


It is important to test the stitch- 


ing on all nylon fabrics before 
starting permanent scams. Test on 
the straight of a doubled piece of 
material, lengthening the stitches 
and adjusting the tensions until 
well-informed bnt loose stitches 
^Lre made. 


Using ordinary shelf paper or 


tissue under the material often 
gives smoother seams when sew- 
ing sheer and tightly woven nylon 
fabrics. 


Care Needed With Plastics 


The next time you sew plastic 


materials, remember that you may 
need to make special adjustments 
on your sewing machine. 


Use

%eedle—size 11 


sewing machine 
is preferred. Ad- 


just the stitch regulator to make 
long stitches, about seven or eight 
to an inch. Use a loose tension. 
These precautions keep you from 
getting a row of big holes that 
would weaken the plastic and make 
it tear easily. 


The pressure on the presser foot 


should be light enough to allow the 
•material to feed through smoothly 
without leaving an imprint of the 


'leed on the seam line. When the 


pressure is properly adjusted, the 
material will move through with 
little assistance, requiring no pull- 
ing or pushing. Be sure to sew 
slowly.

Fold 
cooled melted chocolate into egg 
whites and sugar; serve on top of 
pudding. Makes 6 servings.

and he paused. A reporter asked 
him: 


"But you are innocent, aren't 


you, Mr. Vogeler?" 


Vogeler smiled wryly, and in 


obvious jest, said: 


"Oh, 
no, I'm guilty, according 


to the Hungarians I am a combi- 
nation of Dick Tracy and . . ." 


He paused again, and one of his 


sons, suggested: "J. Edgar Hoov- 
er."

Florida scientists said today they 
are investigating 
the 
"possible 


use" of especially electrified air to* 
try to retard or halt cancerous 
growths. 


Doctors Boris Sokoloff and Wal- 


ter H. Eddy of Florida southern " 
college at Lakeland said the stud- 
ies still are limited to rats and 
mice. 


But they told the American As- 


sociation for Cancer Research that 
malignant growth in these rodents 
is "considerably retarded and in 
some instances tends to disappear" M 
when the creatures are kept in an 
atmosphere of "negatively ionized 
air." 


(lions are the electrical par- 


ticles created in air when a neutral 
atom gains or loses 
electrons. 


When electrons are lost, the par- 
ticle is positively electrified; when 
electrons are gained, the particle 
becomes a negative ion. Air can be 
ionized in either way by artificial 
means.) 
^| 


The scientists said their studies 


indicated that cancerous tissue has 
a different electric charge from 
that of the surrounding normal 
tissue. And they declared that ap- 
parently these electric changes 
make the membrane of the cancer 
cell more permeable than a nor- 
mal cell so that "feed stuffs enter 
the fast-growing cells faster than 
in normal cells." 


Their concept is that exposure m 


of a cancer sufferer to especially- ' 
electrified air might. offset the 
abnormal 
electrical 
conditions 


within cancer cells and thus retard 
the growth of the malignancy and 
perhaps even halt It at some point.

Government Ready ot Slash 
Meat Prices; Ceilings Will 
Be Set on Slaughter Cost 


WASHINGTON, (AP) — The 


government raised Its price cleaver 
today for a swing at the high cost 
of meat. Officials said a four to 
five cents a pound cut in beef 
prices to consumers is due by 
August with a similar slash to 
follow next fall. 


Actual dollars-and-cents ceilings 


on beef prices will be announced 
tonight. 


One official told a reporter the 


orders will provide for progressive 
rollbacks in the price of live cattle 
—a new method in food price con- 
trol. These rollbacks are due in 
three stages. 


The official said the first "size- 


able reduction" will be ordered 
immediately. 
This will b« ac- 


complished by setting ceilings on 
that ammounts slaughterers may 
pay for cattle. It,was understood 
that first cut would amount to five 
to 10 per cent. 


Adjustments Next Month 


>An Office of Price Stabilization 
(OPS) 
expert said wholesale and 


retail prices will not be reduced 
on the first go-round but there 
may be some adjustments next 
month as a result of the live ani- 
mal cuts. 


Postponement of the first reduc- 


tions at wholesale and retail levels 
will give feeders who fatten cattle 
for slaughter a chance to clear 
their pens of animals for which 
they have paid high prices, an 
official explained. Otherwise, he 
said, the feeders would face heavy 
and perhaps ruinous losses. 


The first across-the-board in 


wholesale, retail and live cattle 
prices is due 
in mid-summer, 


probably around August, an of- 
ficial said. The second across-the- 
board cut Is set in the orders for 
next fall, he added. 


To Public Tonight 


Assistant OPS Director Edward 


F. Phelps called a news confer- 
ence today (10 a. m., GST) to 
outline the orders to newsmen. 
They will be made public tonight. 
Price Director Michael V. DiSalle 
is out of the city filling speaking 
engagements. 


It was learned a two-week delay 


in issuance of the beef price orders 
stemmed from a dispute between 
DiSalle and Department of Agri- 
culture officials over the proposal 
to cut live cattle prices. It was 
known that DiSalle had been hold- 
ing out determinedly for such cuts. 


Agriculture officials were re- 


ported objecting on the ground 
that cutting cattle prices might 
discourage production. Livestock 
breeders from the west had vigor- 
ously protested the planned cuts.
